While occupying a cell in the 
death bouse before his own sen- 
tence was commuted, Patrick saw 
fourteen occupants of nearby cells

From Blazing House Into Snow.

Coroner’s Jury Charges Will Lee With 
Killing John King and Cre- 
mating His Body. 


Jonesboro, Ga... November . 27.— 
(Special.)—A clever young woman 
Getective, under the guise of a mining 
prospector’s wife, assisted matertally 
in solving the mystery of the alleged 
murder: and cremation of John King, 
the Clayton county planter whose 
body was found Saturaay night two 
weeks ago in Jonesboro charred and 
barely recognizable in the debris of a 
burned church annex. 

After a week’s active operations of 

Burns detectives evidence was sub- 
mitted by the sleuths today before the 
final inquest of the ewvroner’s jury 
which resulted in a decision to hold 
for murder Will Lee, @ yvung planter, 
and to jail Will Edwards and Will 
Henderson, both middle-uged farmers, 
as accessories to tne fact. 
‘ The Burns detectrves, who have 
been On the scene since a few days 
following the murder, returned to At- 
lanta yesterday afternoon. They were 
under the supervistun of M._ §&. 
Baughn, who recently created a sen- 
sation by his work upon the Beach 
mystery in South Carolina. 

The evidence produced by the offi- 
cers before the coroner’s jury Wed- 
nesday was intended to show tnat 
king, a middle-aged farmer, was kill- 
ed by Lee in an altercation fvliowing 
a card game in the building in which 
the dead mans body was cremated. 
Discoveries were shown which indi- 
cated that Lee and hrs victim had 
spent most of the nignt gambling in 
the small hut and wnen King was 
reduced to his last pennies the quar- 
rel occurred. so ae 

Brain Particies Analyzed. 

The theory of the detectives is that 
King was dealt his dearcn biow a few 
yards beyond the house in wh.ch he 
was burned. Flecks of blood and 
particles of brain matter, analyzed by 
Dr. John Funke, of Atlanté, were 
found upon a nearby log beside an 
open space in which there were signs 
cf a struggle. 

The sleuths believe that Lee left 
the body of his victim lying near the 
leg, but upon going home, grew afraid 
of discovery and returned tg the scene 
of the murder, dragging the dead man. 
into the building, setting it afire with 
oi} from the lamp which had furnish- 
ed light for the fatal card game. 

When detectives arrived in Jones- 
boro they found the people of the 
community reticent and uncommuni- 
ca@tive. For two days they learned 
but little, when a young and decided- 
ly pretty young woman operative 
from the Burns agency was sent to 
the scene in the guise of the wife of 
a mining prospector. 

Establishing 
village, she rapidly became acquaint- 
ed with the folks of the ‘neighbor- 
hood and s9°on was so intimate with 
persons uware of secrets of the crime 
that she became their confidant and 
was quickly in possessron of evidence 


the coroner's jury. 

It developed at the Inquest that on 
the night of the murcer King and 
young Lee were seen gambling in a 
cleared space in the vicinity of the 
leading church. Later they were said 
to hare removed into tne shelter of 
the outhouse which was burned in the 
early hours of the following morning. 

Death Produced by Blow. 

While the card game was still in 
progress King appeared at a nearby 
store and requested the loan of a dol- 
ler. Shortly after he had secured the 
money and had left, presumably for 


, neighborhvod came to 


the outhouse, a young man of the 
the store, re- 
marking nonchalantly that “they had 
gone through King’s dollar.” 

King’s pockets were empty when his 
body was found in the ruins of the 
burned tuilding. The fire was dis- 
covered shortly before dawn, and be- 
fore the flames could be reached the 
dead man’s body was reduced to a 
charred mass. 

Medical experts, examining King’s 
skull, revealed that qaeath evidently

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TURKEY HAS TAKEN HEART 


And Is Working to Secure Better 
Terms---England and Germany 
Work for Peace. 


London, November 27.—The tension 
in the Balkan crisis is relieved. by the’ 
news that the peace plenipotentiarics ' 
are continuing their negotiations and: 
that Great Britain and Germany are. 
working actively to gain a peaceful 
settlement between Austria and Ser- 
via. : 

According to one Constantinople re- 
port the difficulties of arranging @- 
formal armistice are so great that the 
negotiations are taking the form of 
seeking a basis for peace. 

Only Informal Armistice. 

The danger of the reopening of hos- 
tilities, however, is still serious. Ap- 
parently, only an informal armistice 
of forty-eight hours has ben agreed 
upon and it is reported that the Bul- 
garian forces are already moving 
closer to the Tchatalja lines and en- 
trenching themselves in readiness to 
renew the attack. 

The Turks have an army of over 
108,000 men and soon will have 1398,- 
000, for the most part fresh picked 
troops, behind the lines and it is cer- 
tain, according to all the correspond- 
ents, that they will give a good .at- 
count of themselves if fighting is re- 
sumed. 

Under these circumstances, with 
Adrianople ‘and Scutari still holding 
out, Turkey is little likely to show 
a very yielding attitude in the peace 
negotiations.

Snow fell in Atlanta yesterday. The 


streets took on a white covering 4n 
inch deep that hid the hard pavements, 
and on the roofs a wintry mantle cov- 
ered the ugliness of their smoke- 
blackened surfaces. 

It was the first snow that has ever 
fallen in Atlanta as early as Novem- 
ber in the records of the United States 
weather bureau that was established 


this city and! here thirty-five years ago, and it came 
jentirely unheralded by weather inan or 
| by amateur forecaster. 


After he got over his surprise at 
the unexpected turn of the weather, 
Forecaster von Herrmann got his in- 
struments together and took another 
squint at the sky, read hig barometer, 
looked at a few dozen of the esoteric 
implements that adorn the top of the 
Empire building, and announced that 
it would probably keep on snowing 
during the night, and that it would 
snow early today. ; 

City’s First “White Thanksgiving.” 

It will be the first white Thanksgiv- 
ing that Atlanta has ever seen, if the 
predictions come right, and the sun 
rises upon a drift of the white flakes 
that come, they say, when “The Old 
Lady of the Skies begins to pick her 
geese.” 

Atlantans were taken with a sur- 
prise that for the moment robbed them 
of their metropolitan sophistry and 
turned them to children again in the 
joyous moments of a snow battle. Here 
and there lads and old men turned 


aside from the pursuit of business,. and |~ 


hurled at each other the first snowballs 


ae 


| that had ever been thrown tn Novem- 
j berIn Filton county In the age of the 


average citizén. 

To the poor of Atlanta; awaiting 
the gifts of charity provided for them, 
the falling snow brought only a feel- 
ing of fear, and throughout the after- 
noon the Associated Charities and nu- 
merous other benevolent institutions 
received telephene calls by the hun- 
dred from thosé¢ who only need outside 
aid in times of sudden bitter weather. 

The weather bureau was also the 
recipient of telephone calls that rang 
incessantly, and until the closing hour 
a special clerk had to be detailed to 
answer anxious Atlantans who wanted 
to know what the snow would amount 
to. 

The snow that fell in Atlanta was 
general throughout the entire south 
and the entire section felt the effects 
of the sudden drop in temperature. 

Amarillo, Texas, reported a snow- 
fall in a gale that blew 60 miles an 
hour. From Memphis came the report 
that the entire western’ section of 
Arkansas was covered an inch deep. 
Birmingham, and Jackson and Vicks- 
burg, Miss., also reported a heavy fall 
of snow. In many of the points in 
the southern section‘ of the snow belt 
rain haG@- fallen previously and the 
white flakes melted as fast ag they 
touched earth. 

Mercury Begins to Drop. 

The. fall began at 2:55 o’clock Wed- 
nesday afternoon, and by 7 o’clock cov- 
ered the streets an inch thick. When 
the snow first became recognizable the 


thermometer stood at about 35 degrees, 
and as fast as the snow fell it melted

Editor Constitution: I desire to com- 
mend fn the strongest terms your «di- 


Account,” wherein you show that At- 
lanta, with an untouched borrewing 
capacity of over $5,000,000, is almost 
indigent from the standpoint of mod- 
ern municipal facilities. For years I 
have watched The Constitution and 
know its policy to be one consistently 
identified with constructive work in 
behalf of the city and the state. I 
have always admired your disregard of 
passing fads and your steady cleaving 
to the Hine of solid progress in behalf 
of the people, and I notice that you 
génerally put through: any program 
you advocate. Your editorial of this 
morning is . unanswerable, from the 
standpoint of the business man and 
the wage-earner. You have indicated 
one of the most practicable and cus- 
tomary methods for building cities as 
well as for building businesses.

Vassar Graduate Reveals Appalling 
Child Labor Conditions in New 
York Factories. 


Albany, N. Y. November 27.—“The 

youngsters work regulariy from 4 
a. Mm. until 10 p. m. and sometimes un- 
til midnight.” 
' This testimony was given before 
the state factory investigating com- 
mittee by Miss Mary Eliabeth Cham- 
berlain, a member of the class of 
1909 of Vassar college, who herself 
worked in several canneries in the 
state for the purpose of studying the 
question of child labor. 

Miss Chamberlain stated that chil- 
dren ranging in age from 4 years up 
worked these long hours in the busy 
season. 

She said that the spectacle of “these 
little human machihes, some of them 
with their fingers wrapped in ban- 
dages, the result of having them split 
in their work, was as sad as it was 
shocking.” 

“The people of the state would in- 
deed be appalled,” she continued, “If 
they were to see these children on 
cold mornings, shivering in blankets, 
at work, scarcely awake.” 

Miss Chamberlain said that “these 
parents were not Americans, the 
American mothers being more consid- 
erate of their offspring.” 

She related how one little fellow 
told her he had been pulled out of 
bed at 3 o'clock in the morning, and 
having been up until 12 the night 
before. “The boy earned $1.40 for 
working from 4 a. m. until 11 p. m.,’ 
Miss Chamberlain continued, “and the 
next morning he tearfully declared, 
‘Honest, Miss Chamberlain, it didn’t 
seem as if | was in bed a minute.’” 

Miss Chamberlain told the commis- 
slon that the owner of one cannery 
insisted children were not employed 
as carly as 4 a. m., but she had awak- 
ened in her hotel at 3 o'clock one 
morning and “discovered a parade of 
mothers and children and baby car- 
riages making for the cannery, and 
following the procession, found her 
conclusions well founded.” 

The canners admitted there were

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wise, Can’t Be Hunted 
Without Permission. 


An opinion of the court of appeals 
upon the interpretation of the act of 
1911, or the “game law” which is of 
peculiar importance t this seas-n of 
the year, was handed down on ‘Wed- 
nesday In the case of ‘Blassingame V. 
the State, in which the court support- 
ed the decision of the trial court and 
rulegd that game, protected or unpro- 
tected, cannot be hunted without the 
permission of the landowner upon 
whose land one is hunting, and that 
unprotected game cannot be hunted 
without a licén8e stave by a person 
hunting in hig own militia district. 

It is also the purport of th~ law, ac- 
cording to the court of appeals’ deci- 
sion, that a hunter hunting game ani- 
mals onlv being meant by “game” in 
this instance— ith hounds, may pur- 
sue this game from land where he sas 
permission to hunt, to land where he 
has not permission to hunt, but may 
not initiate another hint or chase 
upon the land on which he has not 
permission. 

The case of Blassingame v. the State 
was appealed from -e city court of 
Madison,- where Lee Blassingame was 
convicted of hunting upon thé land of 
J. A. Gibbs, of Harris district, Morgan 
county, without permission of the 
owner.. Blassingame was accused of 
hunting rabbits with hounds upon 
Gibbs’ land, and the verdict was ren- 
dered against him on the ground that 
he initiated the hunt on Gibbs land 
and did not carry the hunt there from 
Other land where he had permission to 
nunt.

TOBACCO DEALERS HOLD 


Washington, November 27.—Tobacco 
held by dealers and manufacturers, 
other than original growers, on Octo- 
ber 1, amounted to 1,047,404,560 
pounds, the census bureau today an- 
nounced in making the first report 
under the-law enacted <April 30 last. 

Of this total 916,732,009 pounds were 
unstemmed and 139,672,551 pounds 
were stemmed. 

These amounts were held by manu- 
facturers:*of tobacco who last year 
(manufactured more than 50,000 pounds 
of tobacco, 250,0v cigars or 1,00v,v0U00 
cigarettes, and by dealers who, on an 
average, at the ends of the four quar- 
ters of last vear had more than 6bv,- 
0v0 pounds of tobacco in stock. 

The preliminary estimate of the 
1912 production of tobacco made by 
the department of axriculture placed 
the amount at 959,437,000 pounds.

It was principaliy 
upon the testimony of Jones, who con- 
fessed having administered chloroform 
to Kiceatthe behestof Patrick while 
Rice was asieep, that Patrick was con- 
victed. Jones «scayed purishment, ana 
has long been adie to hide his identi- 
ty froin the pub:icAt Gast reports he 
was said to be in Texaz. 

In saving Patrick from the death 
chair, Guvernor Higgins gave these 
reasuns: 

“It is not claimed that Patrick com- 
mitted the murder in person, Dut tnat 
he procureu the act w De done. me 
has been convicted principaily, upon 
the testimony of Charles F. Jones, 
Who coniessed that Ne murdered fis 
Master whiie he jay asieep, inst.gateu 
by tatrick, and yvunes, by tnis testi- 
mony, has purchased his vwn iminun:- 
ty trom trial or punishment... Neitner 
this tact asone nor the review of any 
question of tact aiready passed uyoa 
Dy the courts at some stage oi these 
proceedings would seem to me to War- 
rant interiering with tne judgment or 
death pronounced against the de- 
fenuant; three of the seven judges of 
the court of appeals were so strongly 
of the opinion that errors were com- 
mitted at the trial wh.ch were sub- 
stantialiy prejudicial to vhe rights of 
Patrick, that 1 feel that the death 
penalty ought not, under these cir- 
cumstances, to be inflicted.” 

Originally Sentenced in 1902. 

Patrick was sentenced originally 
April 7, 1902, to die tne week com- 
mencing May 5 and was immediately 
taken to Sinz Sing aeathhouse. An 
appeal was taken and on June 1, 1905, 
the conviction was ‘affirmed by the 
sourt of appeals. The court later de- 
nied an application for a rehearing 
and fixed the week of August 25, 1905, 
xs the date of execution. 

Former United States Senator David 
B. Hill argued Patrick's case before 
the court of appeals and Patrick was 
brought to Albany from Sing Sing to 
arguments. Eventually the 
ense Was taken to the United States 
supreme court, which dismissed the 
appeal for want of jurisdiction. 

The commutation of Patrick’s sen- 
tence by Governor Higg-ns did not 
end the legwal fight. Patrick contend- 
ed that the sentence of death had been 
commuted against his wishes and 
contrary to law and that he was be- 
ing illegally detained in prison. 

‘The punishment of Nfe imprison- 
ment.” he asserted, “is greater and 
more horrible to endure than the 
death penalty prescribed by law for 
murder in the first degree.’
